He recelved his early edu-
catlon in thix city, entered Yale Col-
lege at the age of 16, and left vollege
at the beginning of his senlor year, but
wis awarded hix degree by the'faculty
on the bhasix of three years' study.
Subsequently he entered the Columbla
Law 8chool at New York, and In 1878
wax admitted to practice by the Bu-
preme Conrt of the State of Ilinols,
Immediately succesding which he be-
came his father's partber In Chleago
In the practive of law, under the firm
name of F. H, & F. 8, Winston, Mr,
Winston In 1881 was appolntesd awssist-
ant corporation counsel of Chleago,
and In Aprll of the following year
wix aecorded the unanimous Indorse-
ment of the City Counell as corporation
covnsel, being the youngest man ever
appointed to that position. During his
Incnmbeney Mr, Winston  conducted
many lmportant cases to a suceesstul
conclusion,

Aflter live years In the serviee of the
clry Mr. Winston tendered hix reslgna-
tion that e might devote his time to
hils private practice,

wis In you. D made no mistake, and I
will always be to me 0 souree of -
alloyesdd pleasure that T had the oppor-
tunlty o ennble you to show the mettle
of which you were mnde,  To the pwer-
formanee of Your duthes you have lwen
unbwnding in the vight, aml  yet
conrteous that e sting remined after
the right was done™
